I.   Call to Order and Announcements 

Meeting began at 1:00pm.   

Co-chairs Laura Francis, First Selectman, Town of Durham and Ben Florsheim, Mayor, City of 

Middletown provided welcoming remarks, introductions, housekeeping rules and an overview of the 

Increase Recycling Working Group meeting.  

The co-chairs also noted the upcoming full coalition meeting on Wednesday, December 16 at 1:00pm.  

II.    Committee Reports 

The co-chairs provided an outline of the meeting and noted that there would be a discussion of any ideas 

that have surfaced through the working group discussions that may require legislation at the end of the 

meeting.  

A panel composed of the following representatives presented on opportunities for municipalities to 

increase recycling and reuse efforts:  

Rob Taylor, Director of Grants and Community Development, The Recycling Partnership presented on 

Recycling Markets and Municipal MRF Contracts  

Sherill Baldwin, Environmental Analyst, Sustainable Materials Management, CT DEEP presented on 

Statewide Recycling Education 

Randy Hartmann, Senior Director of Affiliate Operations, Keep America Beautiful presented on Public 

Space Recycling 

III.    Roundtable 

There was opportunity for Q&A of the panelists. Members were interested in request for bid options, 

collection systems, the potential for expanding Materials Recovery Facility (MRF) participation in such a 

small state and opportunities for regional collaboration to pool resources in order to attract new MRF 

operators. Councils of Governments (COGs) were noted as potential avenues for forming regional 

organization efforts. Members also asked about tipping fees and glass contamination. Other questions 

involved the impact of state Extended Producer Responsibility (EPR) laws and minimum recycled content 



laws to drive and supply the demand of materials, local access to processing facilities, and labeling on 

packaging.    

Members were interested in enforcement options in the state of Connecticut. Members also noted the 

positive impact of statewide efforts for individual municipalities. A poll asked, “What does your 

municipality need funding for?” Due to some technical difficulties, members responded both through the 

poll and using the ZOOM “chat” feature. Education, enforcement, and staffing were noted as the three 

most popular answers.  

Laura Francis noted the working group ideas which will require legislation, including: Bottle Bill updates; 

Recycled Content Standards; banning PFAS from food packaging; and potential sources of funding for 

projects from the Solid Waste Assessment fee or Bottle Bill escheats.   

Other discussion included next steps, including the full coalition meeting on December 16, 2020 and Jan 

5, 2021.   

IV.   Public Comment 

Members of the public were asked to use the “chat” feature to indicate if they wanted to make a comment.  

Bud McCallister, New London noted the green the church initiative at the second congregational church 

in New London and Middletown which is hosting a virtual job fair and asked for any recommendations 

for potential employers in the recycling industry.
